The Guild Room of St. Ann's was 
w«ll fillodou the evonin}? of Monfljiy, 
December 10th. The deaf ladies 
and Keiitlemei) who formed the as- 
somblaKe, wei-e there to do honor to 
the founder of deaf-mute education 
in America. Tuomas Hopkins Gal- 
laudet — The affair was under the 
auspices of the Manhattan Literary 
Asoociation, which has stood sponsor 
on nice occasions for many years. 

The president of the Association, 
Mr. K. Souweine, opened the ex- 
ercises with a short address, and 
then called upon the secretary, 
Theo. A. Froehlich, to read messages 
from absent friends. There was 
a telegram from Dr. K. M. Gal- 
laudet, and letters from Principal 
Currier, of the New York Institu- 
tion and Rev. John Chamerblain, 
and from Mrs. liudd. 

The principal address of the 
evening was made by Mr. K. A. 
Hodgson, and is here appended: — 

MB. B. A. HODGSON'S ADDRESS. 

FR1KND9 AND DKAI'-MIITK IIRKTIIRKN: — 
We are assemble<l here to-night to do honor 
to our great l)enefactor — Thomas Hop- 
kins Gallaudet. I consider it a high honor 
to be 9electe<l to give voice to the reverent 
homage due him, and to vouch for the 
grateful and unswerving fidelity of the deaf 
towards his name. That any effort of 
mine can faithfully express the meed of 
praise which is Gallaudet's due, I most 
earnestly disclaim. He was so great, 
from his very gocxlness, that an adequate 
tribute to his worth is imjxjssible. His 
hfe work was so well-tli reeled, its influence 
so salutary and far-reaching, and its effect 
of such progrcsiiive permanency, that any 
attempt to bring it within a comprehensive 
scale of measurement is predestine*! to fail. 

Thomas Hopkins Gallaudet was de- 
scended on one side from the Knglish Puri- 
tans, and from the l*"rench Huguenots on 
the other. He combined the English trait 
of |>ersislence with the devotetl and .self- 
sncrificing spirit which has made the term 
Huguenot noble in history. He was lx>rn 
in the City of Philadelphia, on the loth of 
December, 1787. He was the eldest of 
twelve children. When Gallaudet was 
thirteen years old, his family removed to 
Hartford, Ct. He was a j^outh of delicate 
pliysicjue, of studious habit, and gifted with 
precocious mental powers. He prepared 
for college at the Hartford Grammar 
School, and in 1802 entered the Soi)homore 
cla.s.s at Vale, and graduate«l in 1805 with 
the highest honors of his class. One of his 
classmates, writing of him in after years, 
says: " He left our Alma Mater with the 
confident prediction of those who knew 
him best, that sliould his life and health he 
•pared be would Ijecotne one of our brighl- 
eat oriMuncnta, ' ' and the verdicl of po«- 
terity is that this prophesy hoa l>een fallfill- 
ed; indeed, he Uck«t but one or two votea 
to aecure him the deiterve<l honor of tieing 
pbced in the Hall of I'ame as one of the 
one hundred |{re«le»t men of the first 
century of the Republic of the United 
States of America. 

After leaving college, Gallaudet entered 
upon the atudy of law, pursuing the course 
with success for one year. The next 
two yeara he wms a tutor at Yale. Then he 
engaged in mercantile business for three 
years, and subsequently spent three years in 
theological study. In 1815 we find him com- 
pleting a year in general reading and public 
speaking. In everything he undertook, he 
had succeeded. But it was not the pur- 
pose of his life to gain public applause and 
honor, nor to reap a harvest of substantial 
reward. His greatest happioeoa was in 
contributing, from the inexnaustiblc well- 
spring of his philanthropy, tliat which 
might bring comfort to others. A life of 
greet promise was open to him a.s a minis- 
ter of the <;ospef. Prosijerity in other 
avocations had lieen within his reach. Hut 
his sympathetic nature led him to forego 
everything for the sake of the deaf and 
dumb. His meeting with Alice Cogswell, 
the deaf-mute daughter of a neighbor, 
turned the scale* of his resolves and 
brought to the long-neglected deaf and 
dumb of this broad land the sunshine of a 
brighter day. 

The deUils of Gallaudet's jourrtey acroas 
the Atlantic, in search of a knowlege of 
methods of educating the deaf, nee<I not 
l)e retold. Few arc unfamiliar with his 
vain attempts to get from the Rraidwoixls 
the secret which they held, and of his 
providential meeting with the Abl)e Sicard, 
and the journey with him to I"ari», where 
•yvry opportunity was a£fordad for the 



prosecution of his search. How he prevail- 
ed upon Laurent Clerc to leave his native 
land and accompany him to America, an;l 
thus nia<le firm and strong the foundation 
of a system of educating tlie deaf of Am- 
erica. 

While Gallaudet was abroad, a charter 
for the establi.shment of the Hartford 
School was granted by the Legislature of 
Connecticut. But in those days there was 
no per-capitn appropriation for the e<lu- 
cationof ciiildren. Consequently, when he 
retnrne<l, with Laurent Clerc, there was 
still the task of procuring funds to carry on 
the work of the school. Public interest 
was awakened by exhibitions given by 
Laurent Clerc, and for eight months they 
traveled from place to r;l»ce, until suffi- 
cient was forthcoming to insure its supjjort. 
On the I5lh of April, 181 7, the Hartford 
School began its work of educating the 
deaf and dumb. There were in the first 
class seven pupils, one of whom was little 
Alice Cogswell, whose pathetic loneliness 
had inspire<l Gallaudet to uiKlerjjo all the 
hardships and the rebuffs which his search 
for information on the science and 
art of deaf-mute education had enlaile<l. 
Kor fourteen years Gallaudet was principal 
of the Hartford School; but not as we of 
the present day understand that office. 
He was overworked aud underpaid, but 
made no protest. Besides performing the 
onerous and manifold duties of Principal, 
he wa.s obliged to teach a cla.ss of pupils. 
For this, one would naturally assume that 
the pecuniary recompense was in like pro- 
portion. Such was not the case. Some of 
the teachers under him receive<l larger sala- 
ries than he did. Worn out with increasing 
cares, and unable to continue the double 
duty any longer, in 1830 he wrote to the 
Board of Directors requesting that be ei- 
cu.se<l from class-room work and devote 
all his time to the duties which the office of 
Principal demaiide<l. This re<juest might 
have Wen granted, but, as his assistant 
teachers oppo8e<l it, in the interests of the 
school and of harmony, he presented his 
resignation. Afterwards, as a director, he 
secured for his successor all the measures 
he had proposed concerning orgaui/'ation, 
divi.sion of duty and authority in the Insti- 
tution; thus showing his gentle and for- 
giving spirit, and his unselfish devotion to 
the interests of the school. 

In 1821, Gallaudet was married to So- 
phia Fowler, who had been one of his 
pupils. She was a young lady of beautiful 
character and the most rcfiiie<l and tender 
impulses. The eldest and youngest of 
their two .sons. Rev Tliotiins (i«I1<iiHl»l, 
I). I)., and Kdward M. Gallaudet, Ph.D., 
have been the steadfast champions of the 
deaf of past generations as they are at the 
present day. Their lives are .so renlete 
with good and great work in our behalf, 
that they are known and loved by the deaf 
in this and every other civilized country in 
the world. 

For over twenty years after severing his 
connection with the Hartford School as 
Principal, Thomas Hopkins Gallaudet serv- 
ed on its Board of Directors, rendering 
valuable service by reason of his experi- 
ence and innate knowledge of affairs 
connccteil with the management and 
methods of the school. He receivetl many 
flattering offers of positions promising rich 
cinoliinient and high honor, but declined 
them all to become chaplain of the Hart- 
ford Retreat for the Insane. 

The twenty years that followe<l his re- 
tirement from active work in the Hartfonl 
School were .spent in religious ministrations 
and practical philanthropy. He was a fre- 
quent visitors at the school, and his deep 
love for the deaf and dumb, devoid of all 
ostentation, was made manifest by his 
association with them and his unobtrusive 
acts of friendliness. That the deaf were 
grateful to him was conspicuously shown a 
year previous to his death. A suggestion 
by Thomas L.Brown, of New Hampshire, 
one of Gallaudet's earliest pupils, that the 
deaf contribute towards a token of their 
love and esteem for him, was instantly and 
eiithuHiastically adopte<i. In Septemlier, 
1850, over two hundred deaf-mutes from all 
parts of New Kngland, and many from 
others States, assetm>le<l at Hartfortl and 
presented (iallaudet with a silver jnlcher 
and salver' made from coins they had col- 
lected from among themselves. A similar 
gift was made to Laurent Clerc. The total 
cost wa.s }6rto. This amount demonstrates 
how wide was the affection and how deep 
the gratitude which impelled the deaf to so 
lil>erally contribute from their scanty atorc. 
In Feliroary of tlie asme year, the Direc- 
tors of the Hartfocxl School had made 
terdy amend* for psst iajsalice by TOtiaK to 
Gallaudet, thmat(n a series of compliBien- 
tary re.solutiona, the som of f aooo. Thirty- 
five years after he ha<l sj»ent those fifteen 
months abroad in aearcJi of the vital in- 
formation that would render the systematic 
education of the deaf of this country pos- 
sible, he receive*!, not compensation but 
recognition of the inestimable benefit he 
had conferred upon neglected humanity. 
Although he had l>cen suffering with 
bodily ailments for a lonjj perio<l, his fatal 
illness, was of short duration. On Wednes- 
day, September loth, 1851, he isid to one 
of his daughters: "I will go to sleep," and 
he went to sleep forever. 

Thomas Hopkina C^llaudet was small 
of stature and frail in constitution, but in 
intellect he was a veritable giant. Of a 
deeply religious nature, his humility 
wasalmost Chriat-like; yet his Ijearing was 
at all times di^nifie<l and his |>ersonal 
maguetism irresistible. He was an ac- 
complished scholar, a ma.ster of Knglish 
diction, a |>eerless teacher, and an able 
executive. In his nature there was no- 
thing .lordid, in his manner there was 
every grace. His heart beat in sympathy 
for all suffering and misfortune, and his 
whole life was filled with dee<ls of self- 
denying Ijenevolence. Tlie high talents 
with which (io<l had endowed him were 
con»ecrate<l to the uplifting of the lowly 
and the aRlicte<l. He laid the foundation 
and built the edifice which has resulted in 
the systematic instruction of the deaf of 
this country. His life-work shines with 
reflected glory in the stately structures, 
costing in the aggregate many millions of 
dollsrs, which rank among the noblest 
orBsmeots of the different States of the 



Union, and which annually send out to 
the world educated deaf men and women 
who prove themselves important factors 
in the common weal. The attempts which 
have been made in recent years to dim 
the lustre which attaches to Gallaudet, can 
not be too strongly deprecate<I. That 
there have been isolated cases of deaf- 
mutes partly e<lucated, antedating the 
system and the .school founded by Thomas 
Hopkins Gallaudet, has no bearing in the 
matter. The fact will ever remain that 
Gallaudet planted the acorn froni which 
the giant oak of deaf-mute education has 
grown. The deaf of the country have 
given universal ephasis to this fact by 
the erection of a monument, soon after 
Gallaudet's death, which stands in front 
of the main entrance of the school at 
Hartford, Ct., and again, in the year 1889, 
by the magnificent bronze statue, depicting 
Gallaudet teaching Alice Cogswell, which 
adorns the terrace fronting Gallaudet 
College, in Washington, D. C., the only 
college for the deaf in all the world, and 
which is appropriately iianie<l in honor of 
him whom we to-night are gathered io 
commemorate. 

Mr. Hodgson's address was fol- 
lowed by worthy and well express- 
ed tributes to the pioneer of deaf- 
mute education, by Rev. Thomas 
Gallaudet, Messrs. Thomas F. Fox, 
Wm. G. Jones, Franklin Campbell 
and Theo. A. I<>oehlich. 

Tlie meeting was a verj' en- 
thu.siastlc one, and to mention the 
names of those who attended, would 
be to catalogue the intelligent deaf- 
mutes of the city. 

Uefore the assemblage dispersed, 
Rev. Dr, Gallaudet gave notice of 
several affairs that will occur later 
on, and Mr. Meinken called special 
attention to the " fishing pond" en- 
terlaiment that will occur on Jan- 
uary I7lh.

Tuesday, D'-cemluT 4th, was the 
natal day of the late 
Peet, LL.D. At one 
ret;nlar routine of 
suHiicnded, and the 
pupils aHsemhlcd in 
They were surprised to see a larjre 
AmeiicanflaK, tastefully wrapped 
around Homelhin^' in the centre of 
the platform. Principal Currier 
opened the exerciseh l>y announc- 
iuK that it was the forty-fourth 
anniversary of the removal from 
the old 501 h Sheet School to the 
present place. He aho made ex- 
tended remarks about the life of 
Dr. Peel, who was not only a bene- 
factor, but also a teacher n\) to 1807, 
when he became principal, which 
oHice he held till 1893. lie was 
Emeritus-Principal from 18!);5 till 
his death, which occurred in 
December, two years a^o- Mr. 
Fox was then called upon to say a 
few words. Mr. Fox was a pupil 
under Dr. Peet, and also a teacher 
while Dr. Peet was principal. He 
Ije^an by saying that of the nuiny 
peophi called benefactors of the 
deaf, some were not, while a few 
were, and one of these few was Dr. 
Peet, who was a benefactor of the 
deaf in its true sense and meaninfj. 
Dr. l*eet was horn amouf; the deaf, 
lived among the <leaf, and died 
amiuig the deaf. He was a man 
who put all his heart into teaching 
the deaf. Even wluiu he was 
principal, he still wanted to be a 
teacher, and when he was Emeritus- 
Principal, his interest in tht^ welfare 
of the deaf was doubled. Mr. Fox 
Srtid the only fault Dr. I'eet had 
was that ho was somcitimes loo soft- 
hearted towards the deaf. Mr. 
Jones was the next to speak. He 
gave a short narrative of the times 
while he was a pupil here. Theie 
was a rivalry between Dr. Peet and 
a Mr. Strong for the position of 
principal of this school. When the 
pupils heard ihiit Dr. Peet had been 
electeil, tlmy went wild with joy 
and niaiii* a lot of noise. They ran 
outside, secured a barrel of tar and 
niadci a big bonfire. Harvey Peel, 
the fathc^r of Dr. Pe(>t, cauui out to 
ahccrlain what had happened, and 
while endeavoring to gel the boys 
back to sludy, his hands were 
covered with tar, but he did not 
cani as he was happy, for he knew 
th(( pupils loved his son. Mi. 
Hodyson was then called. He said 
it had t)een his misfortune never to 
have been a pupil under Dr. I'eot, 
but he had la^en associated with Dr. 
Peet at missions, religious nu-etiugs, 
and other places. He had often ac- 
comi)anied Dr. Peet on colil and 
stormy days to church services and 
meetings, which Dr. Peet, who was 
quite an old man, braved in order 
to be with the deaf. Dr. Peet often 
gave advice as how to become rich. 
Ho said that one iuilf of one's earn- 
ings should bo 8i)ent on lifi<'s 
necessities, one fourth put in the 
bank an«l one fourth given to 
charity. Dr. Peet did use one half 
on necessities and one fourth orj 
charities to the deaf, but he ilid not 
save anything. As soon as the one 
fourth for charity was used up, he 
would begin to list* th<^ reuuiining 
one-fourth for the same purpose. 
He always had a warm place in his 
heart for the deaf. He spent mu<;h 
<>n them, and died a poor man. 
After Mr. Ilddgson had lhiislie<l, 
the priiu'ipal asked Miss Harrager, 
one of the deal ti-achers, / to unveil 
the "something." As sh(( took 
(.IT the flat.', there was ('Xposed to 
view a beautiful has relief of Di. 
Poet. It i8 2>4 by l}4 feet and is 
of ivorielte. It is set in a large 
ebony frame and is covered with 
plaio glass to prote(!t it from the 
dust. Then the pupils filed past 
to take a look at it. The piineipal 
ilien spelled the Lord's Prayer, the 
])upil8 following orally. The hymn 
" America" by I lie <'hoir, and a 
Benediction by the Principal, closed 
th<M)xereises of the day, and then 
all repaired to their respective <'hi8S 
rooms and tra«les schools. The

When the time came, 
lliey repaired to the dining-room 
where the tables fairly groaned 
un<ler the weight of the roast turkey, 
mashed potatoes, cranberry sauce, 
etc., etc, Mr. Jones uave a 
slir)rt adclress, after whicdi the 
att.a(!k began at once. The things 
on the plalcH noun began to disap- 



pear with wonderful rapidity, but 
they were replaced many times. 
When all was over, everyone felt 
more than full, an<l also thankful. 
The afternoon was spent l)y most 
of the cadets on Dead Head Hill, 
watching the game of football be- 
tween Columbia and the Carlisle 
Indians.

In this scene of 
d<'ath sits a liltl(> girl the only one 
who has escapod. She is crying. 
Incidents of this kind were of fre- 
quent occurrence during the dis- 
aster. Sometimes the weakest 
memtier of a family escaped injury 
while all lh(> otiiers wer(> kille<l. In 
the distance can be seen the mass of 
wreckage caused by the storm. All 
around are falling buildings and 
disniar.tled ships. One <lark fea- 
ture is broiuihl out in the group. A 
colored ghoul with lantern in liand 
is trying to steal any jewelry that 
ituvy be upon the l)odies. Several 
hundred of these ghouKs were shot 
immediately after the disuster. 
'l'h(>y stole many thousands of dol- 
lars worth of jewelry fron» Ihe bodies 
of those killed.

Mrs. Stewart left here iu 
her usual good health and it was 
remarked by all at th'> time how well 
and happy she seemed, little dream- 
ing that two short months would 
bring her back in her coffln. 

Mr. Stewart was stricken with 
typhoid fever and his wife nursed 
him most solicitously, until her 
strength was sapped, an<l she too 
ftdl ;i victim to the disease and died 
in a very short tinu^ after being 
fiU'ced'to relimiuish the cate of her 
husband, who, oven atthis writing, 
does not know of her passage ovei 
the dark river. 

Miss Shrom and Miss Martha 
Williams, Mrs. Stewart's sister, 
have the care of the children in se- 
parate i)laces, one down with mala- 
rial fever and the other scarlet fever 
while Mr. Stewart is a trifle better 
at the hospital. We hope they will 
all pull through and regain strength 
and health. 

Mr. Stewart came to this Institu- 
tion in 188',;, where he taught con 
tinnously until last June, when he 
resigned logo South. Mrs. Stewart 
beiran her work here in the Fall of 
1888, and was married to INIr. Ste- 
wart iu 1891.

A well dressed young art student, 
of New York, .Tames Phalen, under 
the name of John C. Palmer, played 
" deaf and dumb " iu this city for- 
two weeks last November. The 
young man gave the imi)ression, 
with the use of a lead ptMtcil and 
pad, that he was deaf and dumb 
He carried with him bundles of 
circulars which ctuitained a story 
how he becfime deaf ; and he was 
without means, and was endeavor- 
ing to rai.se money enough to pursue 
Ills studies by selling two poems by 
liudyard Kipling. He del- his beg- 
ging in banks, iustiranee offices and 
office buildings; and all tho.«e from 
whom he l)egged had sympathy for 
him, and he leceived considerable 
money in many of the offices he 
visited. He stopped in one of the 
best hotels of the city. One day he 
inveiiiled a smsU boy into his room 
and assaulted him. The boy made 
complaint to thepolieeaml theyoung 
man was ariestetl. He told the police 
at the time of his arrest that his 
name was John C. Palmer. W^hen 
the case against him was called in 
the Police Court, he was charged 
with ciiminal assiuilt on the small 
boy, and was defende<t by his 
lawyer. " Ben " Peppes, the mes- 
senger of the court, brother in law 
of Fred. Rock, who is familiar with 
the siiin-language, interpreted to 
him. Aft(>r the case was done, he 
was held for the December term of 
the Superior Court under a bond of 
$ 50(X), ami he was taken lo jail to 
await trial in defanll of bail. Dur- 
ing his confinement at the jail no 
one had suspicion of him, and it 
was believed by every one, an.l even 
one of the inlellieent de.if-mutes 
who visited him, that he was deaf 
and dumb, until a well ilressed wt)- 
man came from New York to this 
city to see him. The woman told 
the imitate attorney the true story, 
saying that the young man was 
able to hoar and speak as well 
as anybody, and that the prisoner 
was her son, and tlutt his name was 
not John C. Palmer, but James 
Pahle.n. Every one was surprised 
to find that piisoner was an im- 
poster. The authorities say that he 
is certainly the cleverest swindler 
that ever came under ob,servation 
here. 

James Phalen has been tried in 
the Superior Court, and has receiv- 
ed a sentence of ten years in the 
State prison.
